Hefaw 
in me, | believe, a friendly Curiofity to know what 
put him intothat Temper, and began to tell me that 
he had been looking over a little Colle&ion of 
Books of his Wife’s, and faid it was an inexpreffi- 
ble Pleafure to him, that, tho’ he thought her a 
moft excellent Woman, he found, by perufing little 
Papers and Minutes among her Books, new Reafons 
for loving her ; This, continued he, now in my Hand, 
is the Contemplations Moral and Divine of Sir Mathew 
Hale : She has turned down, and written little Remarks 
on the Marginas the goeson. “In orderto give youa 
Notion of her Merit and good Senfe, pray give me 
leave to read threeor four Paragraphs which fhe has 
marked with this Pencil. He here looked upon 
the Pencil, till the Memory of fome little Incident, 
of which it reminded him, filled his Eyes with Tears ; 
which, to hide new Reafons for loving her, (but 
he only difcovered his Grief the more) he began 
in a broken Voice to read Sir Mathew’s fecond 
Chapter in his Difcourfe of Religion.

‘ [ take a Kernel of an Acorn, the Principle of Life 
* lies in it: The thing it felt is but fmall, but the 
© Vegetable Principle that lies in it takes up a lefs 
* room than the Kernel it felf, little more than the 
¢ quantity of a fall Pins head, as is eafie to beob- 


‘¢ ferved by Experiment; but the Exercife of that 


* Spark of Life is large and comprehentive in its 
® Operation ; it produceth a great Tree, and inthat 
‘ Tree the Sap, the Body, the Bark, the Limbs, 
© the Leaves, the Fruit; and fo it is with the Prin- 
* ciples of true Religion, the Principle it felf lies 
* ina narrow compafs, but'the Aétivity and Energy 
© of it is diffufive and various. 
* This Principle hath not only Produétions that 
naturally flow-from it, but where it is it ferments 
* and affimulates, and gives akind of Tinétureeven 
* to other Aétions that do not in their own Nature 
‘ follow from it, as the Nature and civil A@ions of 
* our Lives ; under the former was our Lord’s Parable 
* of aGrain of Muftardfeed, under the latter oP his 
* Comparifon of Leaven, juft as we fee in other 
* things of Nature: Take a little Red Wine, and 
* drop itinto a Veffel of Water, it givesanéw Tin- 
* Gure to the Water; or take a grain of Salt and 
* put it into freth Liquor, it doth communicate it 
* felf to the next adjacent part of the Liquor, and 
© that again to the next, until the whole be ferment- 
* ed: So that fmall and little vital Principle of the 
‘ Fear of God doth gradually and yet fuddenly af» 
* fimulate the A@ions of out Life flowing from a- 
* nother Principle. It re&tifies and moderates our 
* Affe@tions, and Paffions, and Appetites, it gives 
‘ Truth to our Speech, Sobriety to our Senfes, Humi« 
* lity to onr Parts, and the like. 
* Religion is belt in its Simplicityand Purity, but 
* difficult to be retained fo, without Superttitions 
‘ and Acceflions; and thofe do commonly in time 
© Stifle and Choak the Simplicity of Religion, unlefs 
* much 





€ much Careand Circumfpedtion be ufed : The Con- 
© temperations are fo may and 10 cumberfum, 2% 
© Religion lofeth its Natare, or is ftrangied by then:

I cannot but think it was a very right Sentiment 
in this Lady, to make that Duty of Life in which 
fhe took pleafure, the Soperftru@ure upon the Mo- 
tive of Religion ; for nothing can mend the Heart 
better than an honourable Love, except Religion. 
it fweetens Difafters, aid moderates ‘good Fortune, 


from a Berevolent Spirit that is naturally in it, and’ — 


extends it telf to things the moft remote, It can- 
nat be conceived by shofe who are involved in Li- 
bertine Pleafures, the {weet Satisfaions that muft 
arife from the Union of two. Perfons who have left 
ali the World, in order to place their chief Delight 
in each other; and to promote that Delight by all 
the methods which Reafon, urged by Religion and 
Duty, forwarded by Paffion, can intimate to the 


Heart. Such a Pair give Charms to Vertue, and 


make pleafant the ways of Innocence: A Deviation 
from the Rules of fuch a Commerce‘ would be 
courting Pain, for fach a Life is as much to be pree 
ferred to any thing that can be communicated by 
criminal Satisfa@tions, (to {peak of it in the mildeft 
Terits) as .Imtemperance and Rioting are to So- 
briety. ahd elegant Converfation.
